‘The senator’s vehement break with 
the President stunned political 
Washington, and started a wave of 
speculation on the effects which this 
jntra-party fight might have on the 
1944 Presidential elections. 

Senator Barkley looked grim and 
resolute when he rose to address the 
Ilouse. He denounced the President's 
demand for 10,500,000,000 , dollars 
(about £2,625 ,000,000) additional 
taxes as ‘“‘fantastic.”” He denied 
that Congress was to blame for the 
complicated tax Jaws. ‘‘No man 
could have made that statement who 
sat in the Senate Tax Com- 
mittees,’ he said. ‘‘If one did, it 
vould be a deliberate. mis-statement 
in order to place on. Congress the 
ilame for universal dissatisfaction. 
Congress 1s to blame for the com- 
plexities to the extent, and only to 
the extent, to which it accepted te 
advise the Treasury Department and 
its so-called tax experts. 

‘“Every time Congress attempted 
to simplify the tax law the Treasury 
experts brought it back with a lan: 
guage so complicated that neither 
Solomon nor all his wise men of the 
East could understand or interpret

‘The President's veto message is 
a deliberate and calculated assault 
upon the honesty and integrity of 
every member of the Legislature of 
the United States. I pleaded with 
the President not to veto this bill. 
1 not only advised him not to do it; 
1 implored him.” 

As the Kentucky Senator relin- 
quished the leadership he has held 
since 1937 in closest harmony with 
the President he turned to his col- 
leagues and shouted: ‘If Congress 
has any self-respect left it will over- 
ride this veto and enact this tax bill 
into law.’’

There is also the likelihood that 
the Senate Democrats will give 
Senator Barkley a vote of confidence 
and retain him as leader. It is 
predicted that he will be unani- 
mously re-elected to-day when the 
Democrats are to meet to receive 
his resignation.—(Reuter and A.P.)

HEAVY DAY RAID 


ON AUSTRIA 


STRONG force of American 

heavy bombers from Mediter- 

ranean bases flew a thousand 
miles round trip yesterday to attack 
aircraft factories in the U 
Austrian town of Steyr, 95 miles 
west of Vienna. Among the factories 
there are the Steyr motor-car works, 
a small-arms factory, and factories 
producing accumulators and steel 
gocds. 

Fierce air battles developed when 
the raiders were attacked by large 
numbers of German fighters, and 
Berlin Radio claimed that at least 
358 four-engined bombers were shot 
down. | 

An Allied announcement said that 

reat damage had been caused to 
foctocind at Bernberg, Regensburg, 
Aschersleben, and Halberstadt. 

A British Air Ministry com- 
muniqué sz stated that on 
Tuesday night Mosquitos, without 
loss, attacked objectives in South- 
western and Western Germany. 

It was stated in London yesterday 
that ten German planes were shot 
down in Tuesday night’s raids on 
Britain. The anti-aircraft barrage 
put up against the raiders was 
described as ‘‘terrific and un- 
paralleled.” 

The Germans’ attack seemed to be 
a two-pronged one by formations, 
which, crossing the east and south 
coasts, converged on London and 
then scattered widely. Many failed 
to get through the barrage. About 
175 raiders are said to have been

engaged, and 100 reached the 
London area. 

At Dover heavy guns, search- 
lights, and Bofors were al] engaging 
raiders, some of which di,ed from 
11,000 to 4,000 feet. 

Heavy gunfire was heard in 
London last night after the capital 
had had its fiffh alert in four 
nights. 

Incendiaries and high explosives 
were reported in ‘several districts. 
Four of the raiders were shot down. 


War Prisoners in 
Neutral States 


No negotiations have yet been 
opened with Germany or other 
Governments in connection with the 
suggestion that prisoners of war in: 
good health who had been a lon 
time in captivity be accommoda 
in neutral countries. 

Mr. Law, British Minister of State,

Oireachtas 
Rights in 
Emergency 


| R. DE VALERA attended the 
Senate yesterday, when leave 
to introduce the Emergency 
Powers (Amendment) Bill, 1944, 
sponsored by Mr. T. C. Kingsmill- 
Moore, Dr. R. J. Rowlette, and Mr. 
T. Foran, was opposed, 

Mr. KINGSMILL-MOORE said 
that it was quite unprecedented to 
see the head of the Government at 
the first reading of such a bill.. He 
hoped that Taoiseach would 
welcome the bill, but was afraid that 
he was merely opposing it because it 
was unanswerable. 

The bill was introduced to stop a 
chink in the fabric of emergency 
legislation. The Emergency Powers 
Act was introduced to meet peculiar 
circumstances, which would need 
swifter action and wider powers than 


“would be necessary in times-.of peace. 


The Government got power to 
suspend, amend or alter any part of 
the Statute Book. The Legislature, 
in passing that Act, took care that 
the ultimate control over the Govern- 
ment’s actions rested with the

HE suggestion that deputies 
were overpaid for their services

AIRPORT VOTE 


Moving a token Vote of £10 for 
transport and meteorological services 
in the Dail, Mr. LEMASS, Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, said 
that a sum of £5,130 was required 
for compensation for lands and pre- 
mises acquired in connection with 
the Shannon airport. 

Mr. LEMASS, replying to ques- 
tions, said that the number of per- 
sons employed by the State in the 
administration of the airport was 
about 100. About 250 others were 
employed “by the three operatin 
companies. The property acquire 
was a building on the pierhead at 
Foynes, which had been purchased 
originally ‘by a British company, 
which started operations at Foynes. 
When the airport developed and 
other companies started to use it, it 
was felt that this building should be 
in the hands of the airport authori- 
ties, and so it was acquired by agree- 
ment. They also acquired by agree- 
ment the premises of the Monteagle 
Arms Hotel. 


DUNSINK 

He understood there was some idea 
of reopening Dunsink Observatory, 
but that was a matter mainly for 
the Minister for Education. The 
meteorological service, for which he 
(Mr. Lemass) was responsible, was a 
purely utilitarian service, and an idea 
of its scope could be found from the 
fact that the salary bill amounted to 
£40,000 per annum. Under the 
‘Treaty of 1922 the meteorological 
services had been carried on by the 
British, but it had subsequently been 
taken over by our people, and had 
been extended very considerably.

Teachers May 
Leave Ireland 
After War 


HERE would be a dearth of 
45 teachers in England after the 
war, and unless they enjoyed 
the very best conditions at home 
there was a danger that they might 
lose the services of valued teachers, 
Professor M. TIERNEY commented 
yesterday in the Senate in the debate 
on the second stage of the Voca- 
tional Education (Amendment) (No. 
2) Bill, 1943. 

The Minister for Education (Mr. 
T. DERRIG) said that the bill 
roposed to raise the county rate 
rom a 4d. to a 5d. maximum, and 
-the county > Pa, = and urban rate 
from 6d. to 7d. The estimated cost 
for Dublin was £45,000 per annum. 

General MULCAHY said “it. was 
a bad sign that there would still 
remain certain restrictions on the 
money to be spent on technical 
education. Above the _ teachers 
there should be a known group 
of educationists to. whom the 
people would look as the 
guides of their children’s education.

NEW BATTLES 


Reuter’s Special Correspondent in 
Moscow cables that uew battles are 
shaping on a vast scale as the Red 
Army, combining in increasingly 
powerful forces, clears the ground 
for action on the Baltic and Black 
Sea fronts.

Dubno triangle, where the Soviet 
front juts out farthest to the west. 
This counter-move has already 
reached Luck.”’ 

The German High Command, 
according to German radio quoted 
by Reuter, said later that eight 
Russian divisions are attacking 
north-east of Rogachev. ‘ They 
poured into a breach made in the 
German line on Monday and widened 
it. The forces have strong tank and 
air support, and although heavy toll 
was exacted they gained advantages, 
if only local.”’ 

“On top of this battle,” said the 
report, ‘‘a. surprise attack was 
launched farther north by two 
Russian divisions, ,which also made 
a breach, but this was sealed off. 
More attacks were launched south- 
east of Vitebsk.’’ 

According to the Soviet com- 
muniqué, 140 German tanks were 


disabled or destroyed, and 20 planes 


shot down. 


More Islands 
Attacked 


The United States Navy Depart- 
ment announces that an American 
carrier task force has attacked the 
Mariana Islands. Several hundred 
aircraft were used. 

The two islands of the group— 
Saipan and Tinian—which were 
attacked are strong Japanese bases, 
about 1,300 miles south. of Tokyo 
and only about 120 miles north-east 
of Guam. | 

The Mariana Islands, or Ladrones, 
lie north of the Carolines. and about 
1,500 miles east of the Philippines. 
The southern islands, in addition to 
Saipan and Tinian, include Guam, 
the former American air base, 
seized by the Japanese soon after 
the start of the Pacific war. The 
| southern islands are about 600 niiles 
north-west of Truk.“" ° ©

Poles and Irish 
Compared ~ 


Speaking in the resumed war 
debate in the House of (Commons 
yesterday .Sir Edward Crigg (C., 


| Althingcham) compared the Poles 


with the Irish. After praising the 
Poles for gallantry, cougeitelaiine 
them on not having any Quislings 
among them, and sympathising with 
their historical, sufferings, he 
declared: ‘‘ But the Polish people, 
like another nearer home, have one 
great fault—they have an inveterate 
historical memory. 

“Over the Irish Sea we have 
another nation which has an in- 
veterate memory. Eire and Poland 
are both proof that too clear, too 
vivid a memory of historical events 
is fatal to its possessor.’’ 

He then proceeded to argue that 
those who agreed on _ principles 
should compromise on other matters 
and forget what was bitter between 
them in the past. He advised the 
Poles to forget: what historical sense 
of grievance they had against Russia 
snd to be ready to give and take.

LLIED ‘planes and guns are 
A attacking German troop and 

supply concentrations behind 
the Anzio beachhead front as 
Marshal Kesselring regroups for his 
third offensive. 

On land the fighting Jull con- 
tinues, punctuated by two local 
attacks against the Americans west 
of Cisterna. 

The British and Americans in the 
beachhead, states Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent at Allied Head- 
quarters, are awaiting the Germans’ 
third attack with greater confidence, 
following two successful defences. 
Some of the three German divisions 
who have not yet taken part in the 
heavy fighting are presumably being 
moved into position «for the new 
blow. against the Allied perimeter 
below Carroceto, which: is now 
roughly 14 miles south of its former 
position. 

4 German Radio war reporter in 
Italy stated last night :—‘‘ For the 
pee two days the Allied artillery 

arrage against the spearhead of our 
Anzio beachhead forces has in- 
creased to a drumfire on a Verdun 
scale.” | 

On the main Fifth Army front 
two German attempts to infiltrate 
in “the peaks north-west of Cassino 
were broken up by artillery.

Great indignation has been caused 
among Press correspondents at 
Allied H.Q., North Africa, by Mr. 
Churchill’s statement on Tuesday 
pens art correspondents in Naples 
and Algiers for ‘‘ alarmist reports ” 
about the position in the Anzio 
bridgehead. 


All British correspondents, with. 


one exception, have jointly sent off a 
strongly-worded protest, intended for 
Mr. Churchill himself. 

Mr. Churchill’s statement was a 
sequel to the recent temporary stop- 
ping of war correspondents’ reports 
from the bridgehead. He said the 
ban was imposed by his order, and 
he criticised some correspondents 
for describing the situation as 
‘* desperate.’’—(Reuter.)

One of the most interesting and 
important passages in Mr. 
Winston Churchill latest speech 
was that which dealt with the 
future of Poland. For some time 
| past: it has been fairly obvious. 
that official opinion in Moscow 
has been dubious regarding the 
British and American attitude 
towards the controversy. between 
Poland ‘and the Soviet Union. 
Many years ago a  Muscovite 
chieftain, Ivan III, remarked 
that there never could be peace, 
only a truce; between Russians 
and Poles; and the history of a 
thousand years seems to have 
justified this view. Manifestly, if 
there is to be any peace in 
Europe in the years to come, a 
just settlement between Poles 
and Russians will be essential. 
At the Teheran Conference 
Marshal Stalin assured Mr. 
Churchill that Russia was in 
favour of the re-establishment, 
after the war, of a strong and 
entirely independent Polish State, 
and this assurance was greeted 
with much satisfaction by news- 
papers both in Great Britain and 
in the United States. Since that 
time, -however, incidents, such as 
the recent article in Pravda, 
have caused a certain amount of 
uneasiness in Allied circles, and 
there is a strong feeling that a 
definite understanding regarding 
Poland’s future will be a vital 
preliminary to any satisfactory 
peace settlement. All the Allied 
leaders state that the Polish 
State must be revived; but the 
question is: what do they mean 
by the term ‘‘ Poland,” and what 
do they mean by ‘‘State’’? Ever 
since the end of the tenth century 
and the beginning of the eleventh, 
when Boleslas the Brave came to 
the Polish throne, the frontier 
between Poland and Russia has 
been in more or less constant dis- 
pute. It has been an intensely 
interesting, as well as a deeply 
sorrowful, issue. In 1772, 1793 


| and 1795, Poland was partitioned, 


and from the last date uit 1918 
the nation ceased to exist as an 
organised State. After the last 
war the Polish Republic was 
established along with a number 
of other smaller States, as. part 
bof a sanitary cordoff against 
Bolshevist Russia, .and almost 
immediately the frontier problem 
began to assert itself again. 
Marshal Pilsudski led the newly- 
created Polish army to Kiev in 
order to help Petlura, a 
Ukrainian hetman to establish a 
separate Ukrainian State; but 
the Russians drove them back to 
the gates of Warsaw. ,Here 
Marshal Weygand; who had been 
sent hurriedly to the East by 
Clemenceau, took charge of 
affairs, with the result that the 
Poles -gained a signal victory. 
The tide of war flowed and 
ebbed for some time, and, in a 
desperate effort to bring about 
peace, the late Lord Curzon drew 
up a suggested frontier line 
between Poland and Russia, to 
which reference was made by Mr. 
Churchill on Tuesday. Nobody 
paid the least attention to Lord 
Curzon’s proposals, and, after a 
great deal of bitter fighting, the 
Poles dictated peace terms at 
Riga, establishing a _ frontier 
which remained until the fourth 
partition of Poland in the 
autumn of 1939. In the mean- 
time the Poles also had difficul- 
ties regarding their frontiers with 
their other neighbours. In 1920 
they seized the city of Vilna, 
which had been awarded to 
Lithuania. They were engaged in 
a controversy with the Czechs, 
over the Teschen area, from 1919 
until finally they seized it, too, 
in the general confusion that 
followed the Munich affair of 
1938. Finally, there was the out- 
standing dispute regarding he 
famous ‘‘Corridor’’ with Ger- 
many. History’s pitiless pen will 
assign to the present war a multi- 
plicity of causes, but there is no 
doubt that the immediate casus 
belli between Germany and the 
Western democracies was the 
German attack on Poland, whose 
inviolability had been guaranteed 
by Great Britain and France. 
Mr. Churchill said on Tuesday 
that, much as the British people 
are anxious to carry the war- 
time alliance with Soviet Russia 
into the constructive years of 
peace, they cannot forget their 
contractual obligations to the 
Poles. He stated that the British 
Government “never guaranteed 
any particular frontier line to 
4 Poland,’’ hinting, indeed, that 
the famous Curzon line might 
form a useful basis of discussion. 
The Russians have stated bluntly 
that .they must recover certain 
territories from Poland, suggest- 
ing that the Poles should be 
recompensed at Germany’s ¢x- 
se in East Prussia and Silesia.

ART EXHIBITION 


Taken collectively, this year’s 
spring exhibition of pictures by the 
members of the Dublin Painters’ 
Society at 7 St. Stephen’s Green 
strikes one as unusually even in 
quality, with little to startle, but 
with a high all-round level of 
achievement. 

The things that most hold one’s 
interest are, perhaps, Nano Reid’s 
‘Storm in June,’ ’’ sensitive and yet

An Unusual Reward
